James Hummer, the aged mail car- 


rier at Franklin, was struck by Pan 


ins- Handle train seven this morning. lie 
is believed to be fatally injured." 


Hummer, who is 84 years old. had 


taken the mail from the Tillage to 
the station for train ten and was 
standing near the west bound track 
when^ihe- accident happened. The 
engineer saw him and sounded the 
whistle, at the same time endeavoring 
to stop the train. But be was too 
•ate. Hutrmer did not hear him and 
was strncfc. He waa hurled 25 or 30 
feet through the air and alighted in a 
heap on the frozen ground 


A cumber of persons witnessed the 


accident, 
and 
running hastily to 


where Hammer lay picked him up. 
He was foun: to be badly hurt, and 
he was taken home to his aged w.fe- 
Doctor Carr was summoned from Ce- 
sbocton. It was b he»ed at I o"c!oc<r 
this afternoon that Hummercould not 
live, and his friends were anxiouslj 
a«aiting the coming of the physician 
who left Cosbocton as soon as he 
learned of the accident.
